RAIN AND UMBRELLAS 

Last week it rained a lot and, as usual, the 
ridership on Hamptons Subway went through 
the roof. People just don’t like walking through 
the puddles on rainy days and much prefer 
going by subway, even if it doesn’t take them 
where they are going. Of course people track 
the water and mud down the escalators to get 
to the platforms. But everybody’s happy and we 
get big, damp crowds. 

Another aspect of rainy days on the subway 
is the Hamptons Subway promise to keep 
hundreds of company umbrellas available in 
umbrella stands on every platform. They get 
wheeled out from the storage rooms when the 


rains come. The initial idea was that people 
would borrow an umbrella on a platform, then 
go off to their destination platform and put them 
back in the umbrella stands on the destination 
platforms. This was extremely stupid, since 
there’s no rain underground, and Commissioner 
Aspinall soon realized that people were taking 
umbrellas up the escalators and out into the 
streets and how could he blame them? He 
found a wholesaler who'd sell him umbrellas for 
$2.75, which is, of course, the same price 
as the $2.75 cost of a subway ride, so the 
Commissioner declared it a wash. As a result, 
we've given out tens of thousands of free green 
umbrellas with our name in white on them. 
The Commissioner has declared this the most 
powerful marketing effort the service has done. 
And he thought it up himself. Anyway, maybe 
it’s the free umbrellas that get our ridership up 
on rainy days. 


THE DRIP 

Still another thing happening on rainy days is all 
the people who go to gamble on the platform in 
Hampton Bays. When there’s a strong easterly 


‘rain the ceiling sometimes drips onto the 


western corner of the platform. And sometimes 
it doesn’t. The gamblers bet it won’t drip at all. 
Or it will drip before 30 minutes pass. Or it will 
drip before 60 minutes pass. Money changes 
hands. This activity crowds the platform, and 
makes it hard for the straphangers to get on and 
off the trains. We put up police barriers but the 
bettors remove them. We don’t know what to 
do. By the way, the leak didn’t leak at all during 
the rains of last week. So too bad for those who 
thought it would. 


HAIL A SUBWAY 

Hamptons Subway now has its own app. Down 
on any platform, click on the app, enter your 
location, enter your destination and tap “hail 
a train,” and the app will show you a map 
indicating the train on the system coming to 
your platform the soonest, indicate the name of 
the motorman and tell you how many minutes 
it will take him to get to you. 

How much does it cost? It only adds $1 to 
your subway ride fare. Although it doesn’t get 
the train to you any sooner than it would have 
anyway, it has already become a favorite for 
high anxiety people who just need to know 
when the next train is coming. Children love it 
too. We’re very proud of this.

At the suggestion of a subway rider, I went 
down to the Hampton Bays platform with a 
workman every single rainy day last week to 
patch up the leak there. But damn it, the leak 
never leaked so we couldn't find it. This is a big 
waste of my valuable time. && 
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CORNERING THE MARKET ON ROSE 

On Thursday, special agents of the Hamptons 
Police Financial Crimes Division moved in on 
an East Hampton estate and arrested Derwood 
Hodgegrass III]. According to Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch, the arrest was the 
culmination of a six-month investigation into 
Hodgegrass’s manipulation of the East End 
wine market.

I got another text. 

“Interested in speaking to someone about 
what you need to get started with Uber?

I’m old school. Where is the Uber 
building?

There’s no privacy 
anymore. Uber knows everything. Everybody

' [am determined to get through the process.

By the way, that part about Uber coming 
to East Hampton is true. For the last 
two summers, East Hampton has not been a 
place where you can call an Uber. The reason 
is that when Uber started up, East Hampton 
contacted Uber and told them they’d have to 
abide by the Town’s stringent taxi regulations, 
which are designed to keep bad people 
from driving cabs.

He’s been 
doing this every month: for nearly three-and- 
a-half YEARS and from the very first concert, 
40 shows ago to this day, it’s been a sell-out. 
Almost a million tickets have been sold, and 
that’s just so far. It’s broken every record for 
continuous performances at MSG since the 
beginning of time. 

Yes, you'll be able to go. But you'll have to 
buy tickets for a concert four months ahead. It’s 
like The Book of Mormon or Hamilton, though 
it’s a little further downtown. Get far enough 
into the future and you can get tickets. 

The turn came for me and my wife last week. 

What a wonderful time this is. Billy appears 
just after the 8 p.m. start time—there’s 
no warm-up band—and everybody stands 
and cheers: him and then they stay standing 
for the next two-and-a-half hours, swinging 
and swaying, singing the lyrics, screaming 
at the appropriate moments and generally 
having a great love affair time with their 
Long Island Piano Man who, for a while, held 
the record for the most records sold by a 


single performer in the history of the world. 

The people stand, of course, expecting 
to hear his biggest hits—“We Didn’t Start 
the Fire,” “Allentown,” “Piano Man,” etc., etc. 
But he doesn’t start with these.. He starts 
with a series of songs that are not familiar 
to anybody but his most loyal fans. They 
are from the B-sides of his albums. Yet 
everybody here knows them. | posted a_video 
on YouTube of a Madison Square Garden 
usher, a handsome young couple and two 
14-year-olds standing just next to us, singing 
the lyrics and doing the appropriate gestures 
of various dance moves. Amazing. 

After his first tune, Joel stares out at the sea 
of faces and says, “This is such a great job 
I have, isn’t it? Once a month.” And then he 
smiles. “Thank you for coming.” And everybody 
goes nuts again. 

I should also note it is not just Billy and his 
piano up there. It’s his whole band onstage 
with the female singers, the drummers and 
trumpeters, keyboarders and bass players. 
He sits downstage at the front, playing his 
grand piano as the pyrotechnics and smoke 
surround him and at times seem to lift them 
all up. Eventually he gets around to his full 
familiar rock and roll repertoire. He’s brought 
hundreds of wonderful songs into this world. 
An astonishing 33 of those he wrote rose to the 
Billboard Top 40 in their time. 


Sometimes he varies his repertoire. He 
asks the audience what they want to hear 
him sing. How about “For the Longest 
Time?” They cheer. Instead, he plays “The 
Lion Sleeps Tonight,” the African song with 
African instruments. This is certainly no song 
he wrote. Kevin Spacey, the actor and singer 
appears in the middle of the two-and-a-half 
hour show as a special guest for a duet of “New 
York State of Mind” with Joel. 

Afterwards, Spacey tells the crowd how 
fortunate he feels to be here with Joel. He gets 
down on his knees and gestures to Joel. “I’m 
singing with HIM,” he says, then runs over to 
Joel with his cell phone and cuddles up beside 
him. “I’ve got to take a selfie.” And he does. 

Of course “The Downeaster Alexa,” about 
a Long Island bayman, brings the house 
down. So does “Uptown Girl,” so does “Scenes 
from an Italian Restaurant.” The hits and the 
excitement flow. 

Joel is now 67, married again and a father 
again, now with a two-year-old daughter. 
He sings strong and true and he plays 
flawlessly and it’s just for the rest of us to enjoy 
with him, this Long Islander whose wonderful 
songs have made him the popular national 
musical icon he is. 

Don’t they have some guy who does this for 
the Jersey Shore? Nowhere near as good as 
Joel, in my opinion. #&

Sea Windmills 


Now Proposed to Protect Fish, Birds, Surfers and Fishermen 


BY DAN RATTINER 


epresentatives of the company poised 

to build steel windmills in the ocean, 
35 miles off East Hampton, held a _ public 
meeting a few weeks ago to explain how the 
wind will turn these blades and thus provide 
all the power needed for every home on the 
South Fork without having to use any carbon 
fuel whatsoever. They can be up and working 
in five years. 

Nevertheless, opponents had their say, both 
in recent weeks before the meeting and at it. 
They pointed out that the company says the 
cost will be “comparable” to the costs of oil and 
coal, but what does comparable mean, exactly? 
They talked about their concerns regarding 
the windmills at this location interfering with 
commercial fishermen, or birds flying around 
out there that could run into the blades of 
the windmill and suffer sudden death, fish 
swimming around beneath the waters that 
could bump into the concrete stanchions upon 
which the windmills sit, causing brain damage. 


These opponents declared that windmills 


could disrupt surfing, cause an acceleration 
or deceleration of the littoral drift of the sand 
at the bottom of the sea. What about the cable 
that comes ashore bearing the energy? What 
if someone walking on the beach steps on it, 
would they be fried to a crisp? And you say 
these windmills cannot be seen from shore, 


but what if you’re wrong? This could negatively 
- impact tourism, they fear. 


Next week, I am told, the company 


representatives will be meeting again with 
the general public to address some of these 
questions. I have also been told we will hear 
about a new set of plans to compromise with 
those having different priorities. 

Introducing the “Windmill Ferris Wheel!” 

We got an advance peek at the new plans. The 
windmills will have the same-size steel paddles 
as in the old plan, but each mill will be set lower 
down so the blades, when they are at their 
lowest point, dip down under water. There will 
be small steel cups with slots in them at the end 
of each steel blade, into which, when the blades 
dip underwater, daring fish can leap and enjoy 
a wonderful ride all the way back up and all the 
way back down again. They can stay on as long 
as they want—no charge. It’s fun. They will tell 
their friends. There will be lines of fish waiting 
to come aboard the Windmill Ferris Wheel. 

This operation, some might point out 
skeptically, is a sadistic thing—making 
it absolutely easy for seagulls to wait for a 
blade to come by so they can pluck the fish 
out and eat it. Not at all, will be the reply. 
There will be eight windmills all together. Four 
of them will have small cups for the fish, while 
the other windmills will have larger cups for 
the birds. Imagine the fun that a bird can have, 
sitting in the birdcup, getting a dunk underwater 


. and then going back up and around to do it 


again. The eight windmills will alternate—fish, 
birds, fish, birds and so forth. This will promote 
good relations between birds and fish. Consider 
it a perk (which is almost, but not quite, a kind 
of fish). 


Atop the center pole of each of these eight 
steel windmills will be a large bronze sculpture 
of either a bird or a fish, so the birds and fish 
don’t get confused as to whose is whose. There 
is also this: The top four feet of the center poles 
of each windmill will be raised so it can be 
seen from shore. On shore, those walking the 
beaches will be able to see what is way up there 
on top—either a bronze flying fish or bronze 
flying bird. Just over the horizon. Alternating. 
What a work of art! Tourists will flock to the 
beaches from miles around! 

There were other advantages. But I forget 
what they are. 

We'll just have to hear more about 
the advantages and disadvantages from 
the company when they come again to the 
Clinton Academy in East Hampton. Oh, yes— 
the steel sculptures of the birds and fish will be 
made by students in a class at one of the local 
art schools. They won’t cost anything. They will 
save even more money. 

Finally, there’s this for the surfers. A 
ninth windmill will be built (to make up for 
the slowness of the first eight). It will have 
bigger cups on the ends of the blades, big 
enough for a surfer to jump into for the ride 
going round and round. He can even take 
his board in there with him. That is a real test. 
And up top, instead of a statue of a bird or 
fish there will be...well, whoever is the 
victorious surfer in the upcoming Battle of 
the Windmill Surfers event airing on CBS 
this summer.

Matz grew up in 
Stony Brook, went to Ward Melville High School 
and had won the first seven games he started 
before he got diagnosed with a torn ligament 
in his throwing arm, which took him out for the 
last half of last year. He was supposed to be 
back this year, fully recovered. But he’s still not 
right. Now it’s a sore elbow. And there is still no 
date for when he might come back. 

At first, | thought that maybe there was 
something bad in the water on Long Island. 
But no, it’s the doctors. Our brilliant doctors

keep finding things wrong with people that the 
doctors in the other baseball communities fail 
to notice. 

I watched two games last week, one against the 
hapless Philadelphia Phillies (who beat them) 
and then the next day against the excellent 
Washington Nationals (who beat them), and I 
am here to tell you that in that 48-hour period, 
the doctors came up with illnesses and injuries 
for six more starters.

Landscape design can be divided very 
simply into three approaches: formal, 
informal and organic. The garden style 
that will best suit you depends on your 
personal taste and the kind of aesthetic 
that appeals to you. The right design 
should respect the architectural style of 
the building and be appropriate for the 
environment where it will be created. 


Formal landscapes are suitable for small or large plots. They emphasize 


symmetry and balance with structural lines that lead the eye towards 
their intersection points, lending the formal landscape a sense 

of stability and serenity. The beds and border are designed with 
geometric lines alongside the paths and perimeters of the property, 
usually with a central focus on some kind of garden structure, such 

as a statue, birdbath or water feature. Low clipped hedges bordering 
flowerbeds with simple color schemes are also typical design elements 
in formal landscapes, as are trees and clipped shrubs alongside the 
foundation of the house and perimeter. Collections of containers with 
single color annual flowers can adorn patios and decks to complement 


the overall theme of the landscape. 
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SECRET GARDEN 


Informal landscapes, by contrast, have no straight lines 
organizing the space, but rather organic lines that contour 

to borders and beds. Plants are grouped into flowering drifts 
that sweep through the plot in a natural curve. The lines of 

an informal garden give more depth to the overall landscape 
aspect. Your eyes follow the curve of the natural contour of the 
beds and borders until it vanishes behind a screen of various 
plants. Borders with undulating edges and plants of varying 
heights, textures, and mixed soft and bright colors, complement 
planted areas. Trees, shrubs and flowers are planted in layers to 
enforce the informal, natural look. 


Organic landscapes are better known as “naturalistic” gardens. 
The plant material used in naturalistic gardening mimic what 
exists in nature. Wherever the site is located (woodlands, farm 
fields, or waterfront), the garden will echo the natural landscape 
and help anchor the architectural style of the house, giving it a 
feeling of place. These landscapes combine native plants with 
well-adapted non-native plants. 


Although there are a variety of native plants to work with, 

the species most appropriate for your garden are often those 
closest at hand. While many plants deemed “native” could be 
found wild in a general sense, they may not actually be the right 
plants for your specific environment. Because the term “native” 
is subjective, it’s important to remember that many conditions 
determine whether a plant is right for a certain environment. 
Plants that grow well in arid conditions, for example, may be 
considered “native,” but only in arid locations. 


A woodland garden, for example, can have tall canopy trees, 
shrubs, herbaceous foliage and flowering plants. Low ground 
covers can be added to develop a garden; in this case, they 
should be shade-tolerant plants with shallow roots to ensure 
they thrive in this environment. 


Whichever style suits you best, landscape design can be 
improved following these basics. Be bold when planting in 
clumps or drifts for greater impact. Select plants of different 
heights and install them with taller plants in back and shorter 
plants in front to increase depth and visibility. Allow plants 
along the edges to intermingle for added beauty. Planting in 
layers helps the surroundings evolve in a way that minimizes the 
effect of rigid lines, giving the impression of endless views. Trees, 
shrubs and flowers should be planted for a succession of blooms. 
Textures and shapes should also be considered. To achieve a 
pleasant landscape in harmony with nature, the use of a variety 
of plants, materials and structures is essential. Consistency and 
proper planning regarding the way each element blends with 
one another will guarantee a landscape style that will never fade.

parents should utilize strategic gifting, which freezes the valuation of 
the corpus for tax purposes at the then fair market value, rather than 
allowing such corpus to appreciate throughout the years until the date

between family members, it is imperative that: 


3. Irrespective of the amount of real estate and non-real estate | 
assets that comprise the estate, parents can alternatively divide 
their real estate holdings into managing and non-managing 
membership interests.

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Happy Days and Big Band Nights with Donny Most

onny Most is best known for his role as 

Ralph Malph on Happy Days. But on May 
7, the prolific actor will show off another side 
of his artistic chops, when he comes to the 
Patchogue Theatre for the Performing Arts to 
sing with his Blazing Big Band. 

“Before I was acting, I was singing,” says Most. 
“It was my first love.” Growing up in Brooklyn, 
Most spent summers in the Catskills, where he 
sang in nightclubs as a teenager. “I loved the 
songs of the Great American Songbook—jazz, 
swing, big band.” 

The Patchogue show will emphasize swing, 
with intimate jazz combos and_ ballads, 
celebrating the music of Frank Sinatra, Tony 
Bennett, Dino Esposito and Bobby Darin. “Even 
when I wasn’t singing professionally, | always 
did it on my own,” says Most of his foray 
into performing. He started seriously pursuing 
singing about four years ago, releasing his 
first album, D Most: Mostly Swinging, this past 
February. “I got sidetracked, if you will, by 
acting,” says Most of his singing resurgence. 

After the summers in the Catskills, Most 
started acting classes in the city. He went 
on to attend Lehigh University in Pennsylvania, 
commuting into Manhattan for auditions. 
He landed a few commercials, and decided 
to head to California after his junior year, 
intending to stay just for the summer. “I got an 
agent based on the work I did in New York,” 
Most recalls. That led to a few guest-starring 


roles on television shows 
produced in L.A. 

Though Most planned 
to go back to Lehigh to 
finish his senior year, his 
agent suggested he stay in 
California for another six 
months, since he had so much 
momentum. After making that 
decision, “I got a part pretty 
quickly, and then nothing,” 
says Most. Discouraged and 
questioning his move, Most 
found out about the Happy 
Days pilot a few months later. 
He auditioned, and they asked 
him to come back for a screen 
test. Though he originally 


“Potsie” Weber, a part later 
given to Anson Williams, the producers created 
Ralph Malph for him. 

“Il had a small role in the pilot,” says Most. 
“But they guaranteed I would be in 10 of the 
13 episodes [that season].” Ralph Malph was 
a girl-chasing, joke-filled regular on the series, 
best known for his catchphrase, “I still got it!” 

The show was a runaway success, airing for 
11 seasons and 255 episodes. “It was hard to 
grasp how popular we were,” says Most. “You’re 
just sitting in a sound stage, and you don’t realize 
that 40 million people are tuning in.” Highlights 
from his time on the show include when the 
cast attended public events—“When we were

John Tesh Brings Intelligence to

Ox: 36 million people invite John Tesh into 
their home almost every day, as his Intelligence 
for Your Life radio and television program 
gives people tips on how to be healthier, more 
productive and happier. 

On Saturday, April 29, Tesh will create that 
“living room feel” in person, when he comes to the 
Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center. Tesh 
will be at the grand piano, accompanied by a bassist, 
saxophonist and a guitarist. ; 

“The show will be a four-piece band, all acoustic,” 
says Tesh, who has six music Emmys, two Grammy 
nominations, three gold records and 8 million 
records sold to his name.

Tesh realized his passion for music at an early age. 
Growing up in Garden City, he went to the public 
Stuart Avenue School. “It was almost like a music 
conservatory,” he says of his elementary education. 
Tesh played trumpet in the orchestra and in the 
marching band. At home, he learned piano, studying 
with teachers from The Julliard School. 

His parents are from Rural Hall, North Carolina, 
a small town in the foothills: of the Appalachians. 
They fostered his love of music. “I would have to sit 
at the piano for two hours before going out to play,” 
he recalls. When he wasn’t pursing music, he would 
make up shows and productions in the basement. 

“My parents were convinced that I would starve 
to death,” he laughs. So, he studied physics at 
North Carolina State University. “But, eventually 
your passion emerges.” 

Tesh took a television and radio course at North 
Carolina State. After graduation, he became a news 
anchor and reporter, taking jobs across the country 
until he eventually landed on Entertainment Tonight, 
which he co-hosted from 1986-1996. He became well 
known for reading celebrity birthdays. 

Tesh always knew he wanted to pursue music, but 
he couldn’t get a record company to sign him. After 
watching a PBS special featuring the Three Tenors, 
he had the idea of doing something similar. “I called 
PBS and asked them, what do you think? And they 
said, if you do a special, we'll test it,” he recalls. 

He and his wife, Connie Sellecca, took out a second 
mortgage on their house to fund the concert. The 
date was set for August, 1994. The gamble paid 
off. Tesh played the grand piano with the 70-piece 
Colorado Symphony Orchestra, as well as with a 
four-piece band. “Four songs into the set, it started 
pouring rain,” says Tesh. The orchestra left. Tesh, 
his band and the audience stayed. People were 
holding onto their umbrellas, so instead of clapping, 
they would pump their umbrellas into the air, recalls 
Tesh. As the rain let up, the moon came out. “Nature 
gave us a free fog machine,” he says. 


A few months later, PBS tested the Live at Red 
Rocks special on Maryland public television. “It blew 
up,” says Tesh. “I think people really connected with 
us, and having to perform against the elements.” 
Tesh has gone on to create seven public television 
specials, raising more than $20 million for PBS. 

“The Red Rocks show enabled me to leave TV 
and pursue music,” he says. “I'll talk about that on 
stage.” The audience will be very involved in the 
Westhampton Beach show, says Tesh, comparing 
the experience to inviting everyone into his home. 
“itll be music and storytelling.” He’ll walk them 
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through his journey, which has led to both his 
musical career, and his syndicated Intelligence for 
Your Life program. He produces the show from his 
guesthouse in Los Angeles with his wife, who hosts 
many of the health segments. 

“There’s not much of a rudder on our ship,” he 
says of what can be expected at the WHBPAC show. 
“We drift around a bit.” &

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Ath Annual New Works Fest Keeps It Fresh

nder the artistic direction of Scott Schwartz, 

Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center 
for the Arts has grown to not only include solid 
productions of popular plays, but daring new works 
as well. The theater’s ongoing initiative to nurture 
new plays continues with the 4th Annual New Works 
Festival, which will showcase four new plays from 


April 28-April 30. Past festivals have been highly 


successful, with last year’s reading of The Man in the 
Ceiling being so well received that it nabbed a spot 
on the upcoming main stage season. 

“It’s sort of amazing to me. I’m very proud,” says 
Schwartz of the festival, which will have four shows 
for the first time. “We’ve stayed pretty close to the 
template we started within the first years, in terms 
of doing a series of readings. It’s become so popular 
and people have been getting tickets well in advance, 
so we've added a fourth show this year. We decided 
that every year we'd like it to be four plays or 
musicals. For three years in a row one of the projects 
has been a new musical.” 

The festival features four productions that have 
minimal rehearsal time and staging. “We leave the 
amount of staging to the directors and writers and 
] encourage the teams to keep the staging quite 
simple. This is about the words and text and getting 
to the heart of the story,” Schwartz says. “I like to 
give the [creative teams] the opportunity to bring 
their visions to the stage.” 

This year, Schwartz is directing the musical 
reading, Molly Sweeney: A New Musical. Based on 
the play by Brian Friel, with a book by Eric Ulloa 
and music by Caleb Damschroder, Molly Sweeney 
is about a blind woman whose sight is restored 
through a scientific procedure. The piece explores 
the moral questions about the title character’s 


decision. “From the first 
time I read it, | thought this 
would be a good fit for Bay 
Street,” Schwartz says, noting 
its medium-sized cast. The 
original play by Friel—who 
Schwartz believes to be one 
of the great playwrights of 
the “last 100 years”—features 
only one actor. “This is going 
to be my first time hearing 
it out loud! It’s great, we’re 
trying a one-act format.” 
Molly Sweeney stars Mamie 
Parris, who is currently 
starring as Grizabella_ in 
Cats on Broadway. 
Quogue-based playwright 
Roger Rosenblatt is also 
participating in the festival 
with Thomas Murphy, an 
adaptation of his novel of the 
same name. Thomas Murphy 
is about an Irishman who 
lives alone in Manhattan, 
wondering what to do with 
his life. His daughter worries 
about his state of mind, and 
his world is turned upside 


down when a blind, beautiful woman walks into » 


his life. The play is presented in partnership with 
The Flea Theater, an NYC-based company known 
for developing new works. “It’s been wonderful,” 
Schwartz says of the partnership. “It’s a beautiful, 
funny, interesting one-man show and _ Roger 
Rosenblatt is a very exciting writer, so it’s been 
great to partner with them. Obviously we’re very 
excited about this reading and perhaps we'll take

the partnership further.” 

The Man in the Ceiling, 
last year’s musical reading 
by Hamptonite Jules Feiffer 
and Andrew Lippa, that’s 
being developed for the 
main stage, is coming along 
quite nicely, according to 
Schwartz. “It’s been a thrill. 
That’s kind of the point of the 
New Works Festival—to take 
projects we’re excited about 
and give those creators a 
chance to try it out in front 
of an audience. The reading 
was. very well received. 
Many people came up to 
us and said, ‘I hope you'll . 
produce it next year! [The 
creative team] have. done —

Adopt Don’t Shop for Pets on the North Fork

ho doesn’t love a cuddly, loyal, obedient, 
best-friendly dog? Well, “cat-people,” maybe. 
But even they’re in luck at The North Folk Animal 
Welfare League (NFAWL). They have both. In fact, 
when we visited Executive Director Gillian Pultz, the 
shelter was housing two pigs and a litter of baby rats. 

We spoke specifically about senior pets—any cat 
or dog over the age of seven, though Pultz says she 
likes to consider seniors as pets over 10 years old for 
the very reason we chose to talk about them: “When 
you call them ‘senior,’ people are less likely to adopt 
them,” she says. Sad! 

There are a number of misconceptions regarding 
senior pets. Many people think something’s wrong 
with them, that they'll incur high vet bills and won’t 
be around long. False, false and false. Case in point, 
Pultz’s Pit Bull, Rizzo (a senior by definition) took 
every opportunity—and created many of her own— 
to sneak a good petting. We happily obliged. Truth is, 
the benefits of adopting senior pets are manifold— 
not to mention your puppy or kitten will one day bea 
senior pet. First, a senior’s personality, which you'll 
get to know them at the shelter, is already developed. 
No surprises. They’re already housebroken. Minimal 
training needed. You'll feel good about giving an 
animal a great home until the end of their furry little 
life. Justifiable smug self-satisfaction. 

There’s also the matter of energy level. If you have 
three toddlers running around crayoning your entire 
kitchen, a kitten or puppy’s excess energy might go 


unnoticed. But what if you’re retired and like a nice 
quiet night at home? So do senior pets! And NFAWL’s 
Seniors for Seniors program is perfect—for seniors. 
First, there’s no adoption fee for any animal over 
eight. NFAWL will deliver food to a senior’s home 
monthly and provide transport for a senior pet’s 
check-up appointments. If the pet owner becomes 
infirm, NFAWL will take care of the senior pet until 
the owner is able to return home. 

Okay, you can’t adopt. But what if you have a soft 
spot for animals in shelters? You could volunteer. 
NFAWL needs dog walkers, event planners, helping 
hands at off-site events. Have a green thumb? They 
have an outdoor fragrance garden just outside the 
open-air cat rooms that need tending. Like to sit and 
read? They have a room where you can do just that 
while tame animals calmly relax next to you. 

Perhaps you'd like to take part in some of NFAWL’s 
fundraising programs. The May Furry Valentine 
(their rescheduled February event) will be held at 
the Long Island Aquarium on Thursday, May 11 at 
6 p.m. Tickets are $75 and proceeds of the event 
go to NFAWL. NFAWL is a nonprofit, tax-exempt 
organization, so all donations are tax-deductible. 

Where does your donated money go? NFAWL has 
a number of programs beneficial to the community, 
quad- and bipedal alike. The Safe Keep Program 
allows pet owners, who for circumstances beyond 
their control, are in peril of losing their pet. NFAWL 
will take that pet in on a temporary basis. For 
example, if a pet owner is a victim of domestic 
abuse and is forced to suddenly leave their home. 


NFAWL also coordinates all animal control in both 
Riverhead and Southold. Donations also go toward 
the Riverhead Shelter Campaign to renovate the 
Henry Pfeifer Community Center into a new, much 
needed, state-of-the-art shelter. 

Where else can you find NFAWL? They’ll be at the

his pretty, colonial style house was built in 

1931 by Aymar Embury II, an architect best 
known now for working closely with Robert Moses, 
designing structures for New York City parks. 
Interestingly, this is the first time it’s ever been sold 
in its history; it’s belonged to family members since it 
was built. With a generous 5.5-acre plot, the property 
stretches from Middle Lane to Further Lane. 

The property, represented by Paul Brennan 
of Douglas Elliman, was originally listed for 
$38.5 million back in 2012; last asking price was 
$29.95 million but scuttlebutt has it that the actual 
trade was around $25 million. It’s a big sale, to be 
sure, but prices are certainly more realistic now than 
they were five years ago. 

Part of the issue with the sale is that the old 
house needs work, as they tend to do. But the 
lovely old place is eminently worth restoring: there’s 
8,268 square feet of space, with six bedrooms, 
and five full and three half bathrooms.
